A N A T I O N -WI OE COM MISSION 


WE n o t i c e an occasional Democratic paper, echoing: the d e -1 
clarations of Democratic leaders, assert th at “the Republican 
Congress has no com m ission from the A m erican people to revise 
the tarifi'.” 
Which is of course pure bunk. 
It will be remembered that one thing that the farm ers wanted I 
most on the convening of the present C ongress in special session 
was the enactm ent of an em ergency tariff law, and that m easure! 
was promptly put through both houses of Congress. 
In the year 1917, at the annual m eeting of the Am erican 
Federation of Labor at Buffalo, that great organization w ent on 
record in favor of a protective tariff, but the Dem ocratic adm in­ 
istration then in power refused to giant the request. 
A t the next 
general election a Republican majority w as elected to both houses 
and in 1920 there was an unprecedented Republican victory not 
only in the Presidential contest hut in the Congressional and 
Senatorial elections as well. 
It is quite evident, indeed, that the farm ers w ant a revision 
of Hie Democratic tariff, the m anufacturers w an t it, the w orking 
men w ant it— in fact, about everybody w ants it except the inter-! 
national bankers, the professots of free trade in our colleges, I 
and som e of the Dem ocratic leaders. 
And, w h a t is more, even i 
the Solid South demands a protective tariff, as a perusal of m any 
Southern newspapers will show. 


T H I R T Y MILLIO NS KOR R O AD S 


A c c o r d i n g to a grand total covering official figures for e x ­ 
penditures for all m anner o f highways in the state, announced 
from the office of the State H ighway C om m issioner, Minnesota 
will spend more than $20,000,000 for good roads this year. 
T his amount, which will compare favorably with the* total 
expenditures in 1921, is sim ply the total of expenditures planned 
as announced recently, plus the funds to be used during the year 
on secondary highways. 
The trunk highway funds, in M innesota for 1922 include; 
$5,650,000 of motor vehicle tax revenue, $2,563,000 of Federal 
highw ay aid and $2,400,000 net of county reim bursement bond 
funds, all to be used on the trunk system. 
A part of the $10,013,- 
000 total was used for road w ink during the past winter. 
The State highway aid, aggregating $2,000,000, lias been 
apportioned among the counties, and with nearly $18,000,000 of 
local tax revenues will be used on the secondary highw ays. 


( H E A R GERMAN LABOR 


T H E R E is sure some difference between the wages paid for 
labor in this country and those paid in G erm any. 
The average 
German workers, even am ong the better paid classes, are actually 
earning less than Siam ese coolies, hitherto considered the lowest 
paid w orkers in the world, figures compiled by an international 
com m ercial journal show. 
4'he German average is taken from the m etal workers, who 
earn com paratively large sums, about IOO m arks a day. 
The 
Siam ese coolie get I tikal, or about 50 cents, which is about I IO 
m arks a day at present rates of exchange. 
Do we want our A m erican workingmen to compete with this 
cheap European labor?

T IM BE R T A X ATION 


S t a t e F o r e s t e r C o x says “a more just and equitable system 
of taxation of timber and timber lands” will be urged at the next 
session of the Legislature by the Minnesota S ta te Forestry Board. 
It is contended by members of the Board th at foresters through­ 
out the country agree that there should be a nominal tax on the 
land devoted to tree grow th with an additional tax on the lim b o - 
when cut. 
An annual tax on standing timber, it is claimed, will 
eventually eat up the capital invested, and the tax should be based 
on the annual growth. 
The Forestry Board will endeavor to have 
a tax placed on lands separately on a fair valuation, and the tim ­ 
ber taxed when cut or when matured. 


STRAI N ON ARMY GEEK E R S 


I t is SAID that a physical exam ination of regular arm y officers 
now iii progress has disclosed “the most clear-cut evidence of 
physical deterioration” due to the “strain incident to the prosecu­ 
tion of the World w ar.” 
A medical m em orandum to this effect 
is in the hands of War Departm ent officials. 
T his memorandum 
is based on informal reports from exam ining officers covering vile 
post w ar years, and a careful study probably will be made by 
the Medical Corps to gather data on which a form al scientific con­ 
clusion can ne rested.

“There is every reason for optim 
ism ,” said President D onnelly today 
“The copper mines and sm elters of 
Montana have reopened, the mills of 
the Puget Sound country are again 
busy, the price of wool is double the 
m arket of a year ago, lambs are com ­ 
manding a fair price, and the prospects 
w ere never better, at this time of year 
for successful crops of grains aud 
fruits. 
“It is true that the livestock inter­ 
ests of the northw est have suffered 
because of the long winter but the 
hay farm ers have profitted in pro­ 
portion as a result of the feeding of 
stock continuously since last Novena 
ber. 
The stockmen are finding en ­ 
couragem ent in large 
loans 
being 
made through the War Finance Corpo­ 
ration. which w ill tide them through 
the critical times. 
W hile the ranch­ 
ers have lost heavily and have been 
com pelled to sell m ore of their stock 
than norm ally they would care to do, 
they have kept their breeding stock 
and with the help of federal loans w ill 
pull through. 
“It is too early to make accurate 
predictions about wheat but all indi 
cations up to date are most favorable 
There has been no severe freeze, an 
unusual am ount of m oisture has gone 
into the ground and the mountains are 
full of snow'.
